Continued wet weather throughout 


the harvesting and threshing season, 


following drought over a considerable 
area and scant rainfall nearly every- 
where in the growing season, have re- 
duced the western grain crop to the 
status of a guess. Not much high grade 
wheat can be expected when the returns 
are all in. Even how much feed has been 
salvaged or will be salvaged, and what 
value it will have, are also conundrums. 
Seldom has such a condition existed 
over practically the whole prairie re- 
gion. The situation is not hopeless, but 
it is definitely unfavorable. Poor crops 
and poor grades must be taken to sum- 


marize the yields generally. 


While farm revenue is thus cut 
down inevitably, the prices of what the 
farmer must buy have gone up. Obvious- 
ly some steps are called for to restore 
balance between farm incomes and farm 
living costs. Otherwise western agri- 
culture will be in a bad way, and busi- 


ness interests of all kinds will suffer. 


To solve the difficulty the wheat 
pools are asking that the initial price 
for wheat be raised from 70 cents to 
$1.00 per bushel. There would be almost 
no objection if a limit of 1500 bushels 


per farmer were set to deliveries on this 


basis. But in any event this would not of 


itself establish equilibrium. It would 


mean nothing to the farmer who has 


no crop, and little to the farmer w hose 
wheat is still standing in the stook and 
bound to be of low grade. But these are 
the farmers who face the worst pro- 
spect and most need help. 
However it is to be wor ked out, some 
system by which a cost-of-livi ing iis 
will be put within reach of farmers who 
need it, and in proportion to their need, 
is the proper solution. No doubt by the 
time parliament meets early in No- 
vember the situation will be much more 
defined than it is at present, whether 
for better or worse, and what measures 
are to be taken can then be decided in 
the light of facts, whereas at present
